My words are not powerful enough to 
do even scanty justice to the most her- 
oic figure in the modern world, and of 
ages past — the woman of France. Of 
the healthy men who are engaged in 
the military service in France, prac- 
tily all are engaged either in transpor- 
tation or in the manufacture of muni- 
tions, leaving the agriculture absolutely 
to the women. Not only this, but they 
have stepped into the place of work ani- 
mals; you can go into any section of 
France to-day and see women of mag- 
nificent, noble womanhood hitched to 
the plougii and cultivating the soil. All 
of the agriculture rests upon their 
shoulders. The home, always an ex- 
tremely efficient home, maintains a few 
old. men, the wounded, and the tuber- 
cular. Uncomplaining, with high devo- 
tion, with an attitude that amounts 
almost to religious exaltation, the wo- 
man of France bears the burden. 

Now, conditions being as they are, 
does it lie within the heart of the Am- 
erican people to preserve and hold to 
every convenience of our life at the ex- 
pense of adding an additional burden to 
the womanhood of France? This is the 
exact question that is involved in our 
substitution of other cereals in place of 
wheat. 
The women of France must be enabled 
hold up the morale of the French sol- 
ier until next spring. The morale of 
the house decides the morale of the sol- 
dier in the fighting line. We can do 
this by giving to them the greatest 
possible freedom in their food supply, 
and of this, wheat is the chief factor.—

The special effort of the coming week 
has already been prepared by the Min- 
strels who have been rehearsing for next 
Thursday and Friday nights. All that 
remains is the pleasant duty of patron- 
izing this entertainment which will be 
given under the direction of the Com- 
fort Committee. 

Holt District people need not wait 
till Thursday night, before doing any- 
thing. The Community Circle of the 
district will meet on Monday night with 
Mrs, James J. Feeney to sew and knit 
for the Red Cross. 

That same night (Monday) the Girls’ 
Friendly Society will meet with Mrs. 


William Odlin on Main street. The so- 
ciety is just finishing its third one hun- 
dred “emergency bags” for the Red 
Cross. Andover is asked to furnish 
two hundred of these first aid bags 
each month, and the Girls’ Friendly 
has agreed to be responsible for half 
this item in addition to: their other 
sewing. 

The Mothers’ Club meets to sew 
every Wednesday afternoon from 2.00 
to 5.00 in the Guild house. To-morrow 
and during the first part of next week 
there will be an exhibition in the Food 
Conservation room on Essex street of 
the Club’s finished work for Dr. Eliza 
Taylor Ransom’s Maternity Hospital 
in Paris. . It is astonishing to see how 
much this one group of women has ac- 
complished. 

Wednesday is also the meeting day 
for the Red Cross sewing workers of 
Ballardvale. Since the middle of Dec- 
ember they have made forty-eight sets 
of pajamas and twelve pair of flannelette 
drawers, At present they are sewing on 
layettes for Dr. Ransom’s hospital. 
Next Wednesday they will meet at the 
home of Mrs. Charles Davies. 


Dr. Ransom’s hospital is enlisting a 
good deal of energy just now. All the 
rubber. goods, etc., for one of the hos- 
pitals have been provided by.a few An- 
dover women. Mrs. E. V. French’s 
sewing circle of twenty-four young 
ladies is working on eighty-four articles 
for layettes; the Chapel Church circle 
has the same number in hand; and the 
Baptist Church circles is sewing on 
forty hospital gowns. A recent card 
party, organized by Mrs. Percival Dove 
and Mrs. Charles T. Dole, netted $160, 
after some cash gifts had been added. 
This money has been spent on mater- 
ials. Perhaps the most interesting items 
in this hospital production have been 
furnished by the sixth grade pupils of 
the town, They have given an afghan, 
each boy and each girl knitting one 
square for it; and they have raised $35, 
partly byggift and partly by selling old 
articles. 

The Red Cross circle of the West 
Parish are “some sewers.” Between 
January first and the middle of March 
they completed sixteen sets of paja- 
mas, thirty-four hospital shirts, six 
slings, twelve pair of drawers, twenty- 
four handkerchiefs, besides a long 
list of knitted pieces. They meet every 
other Thursday afternoon. The gath- 
ering yesterday afternoon was with 
Mrs. Harry A. Wright on Lowell street. 

Everybody ought to look in at the 
Food Conservation room in the Post- 
office. building on Essex street. Mrs. 
Bernard Allen’s announcement in an- 
other column of what went on there last 
week shows that something new is 
likely to be found there at any time. 
The exhibition of the Mothers’ Club will 
occupy space to-morrow and early next 
week. On Friday next there will be a 
food demonstration at three o'clock. 


How-to Kill Four Birds With One 
Stone 


You can begin your saving by the dal- 
lar, or you can begin saving by the quar- 
ter. You see how this works. You kill 
four birds with one stone, which is an 
example of marksmanship that I would 


like to see applied all along the German4 


trenches. . The first and perhaps the 
most important is this, that you save 
by not using, and what you don’t use is 
left for the Government ‘to use for our 
men. Every yard of cloth less that you 
use in your apparel is a yard of cloth 
more to put into uniforms and blankets. 
Every pair of shoes less that you wear is 
a pair of shoes for one of our men to 
stand in the trench with. And it is 
most amazing the way in which a vast 
number of small contributions mount 


up. 

The second bird is that you turn your 
25 cents over to the Government, and 
the Government has the money to use 
in winning the war, has it until after the 
war is all over. It has the money to buy 
steel, to make powder, to make rifles, to 
make shoes, to make steamships, to do 
all the vast multitude of things necessary 
to be done to win this war. 

The third bird is that when the war is 
over, peace has come again, the produc- 
tion of wealth has recommenced, we are 
all prosperous again, victorious and pros- 
perous America, sailing the sea with our 
commerce unhindered by arrogant at- 
tempts at superiority to prevail, then 
the Government will pay to you the 
money that you would have thrown 
away in the meantime, and you will 
have it. 

And the fourth bird-is that you will be 
better people. You will have laid the 
foundation for the restoration of a vir- 
tue that should obtain democracies in 
all republics, You will have wiped off 
from the great surface of our National 
record the reproach of being a wasteful, 
extravagant, money-loving, luxury- 
loving people and you will make your- 
selves, by that exercise of the virtue of 
thrift, and you will make your children, 
more like those great and noble men 
who founded our republic, and through 
their privations and sacrifices gave us 
the liberty and the justice that we have.

GARDEN CONFERENCE 


(Continued from Page 1) 


Miss Clark expected that a number 
would apply from the high schools, and 
teachers, and suggested that only those 
who had a determination to learn and 
remain through the season should make 
application, The equipment for work 
was to be simple, in keeping with the 
idea of war conservation, Clothing was 
to be the plainest and simplest. In ad- 
dition to the monetary side of the propo- 
sition was the valuable experience the 
girls secured and improvement in health 


from the out-of-door life the girls would ' 


have. A number of questions were asked 
which were answered very satisfactorily 
by Miss Clark. 

The second speaker on the program 
was Mrs. George U. Crocker, a member 
of the Council of the “‘ Woman’s Nation- 
al Farm arid Garden Association’, 
whose subject was “The Woman’s 
Land Army”. The objects of the 
““Woman’s National Farm and Garden 
Association” are clearly defined. 
Among these might be cited: the in- 
terchange of ideas between members by 
encouraging the organization of local 
branches to’ hold conferences and to 
aid in the sale of produce from farm 
and gardens to members; to increase 
the knowledge and use of existing in- 
stitutions; the encouragement of school 
and vacant lot gardening; to bring to- 
gether producer and consumer, employer 
and employee, gardener and land. 

Mrs. Crocker said work on farms was 
not a new thing and might be traced 
back to 1899. And further the project 
was imported from abroad, especially 
since the war began. One of the leaders 
of the Association, Miss Florence King 
cf Chicago, attended a conference of 
women in London, England, and caught 
the vision and brought it back to Am- 
erica and to her is due much of the en- 
thusiasm of the women of America to- 
day. The Association has 3000 mem- 
bers from California to Canada. Penn- 
sylvania is the “key stone” state in the 
matter of points of membership and in- 
terest. Great and valuable work has 
been done in the organization of clubs 
in ‘that state, and one of the most en- 
thusiastic was that of Haverford... New 
York State was not far behind and with 
the central office in New York City a 
special work was done by the girls re- 
leased from many forms of work during 
the summer, as girls engaged in 
social service work, in the establish- 
ments which had less work during the 
summer, as straw hat factories, dress- 
making establishments and candy fac-

Mrs. Crocker said the amount of 
a girl’s pay, was $15,00 per month, and 
maintenance, and it was found that 
volunteer service was not so satisfactory 
as that of the girls who had a regular 
wage. While volunteer service for the 
country was patriotic, yet a business 
system was more productive of good re- 
College girls were not sought 


and business. Two weeks’ training was 
given the girls before they were sent out 
to do any work or to lead and guide the 
work in any community. 

In Massachusetts it would be hard 
to get a start as much opposition existed 
in the minds of many of the farmers, 
who distrusted the ability of women to 
do anything on the farm or in the gar- 
den. One instance was noted where a 
farmer objected to women working in a 
garden because ‘Eve had made a mess 
of it in the Garden of Eden.” 

Mrs. Crocker strongly urged out-of- 
door work for women. Knitting was 
good, but gardening much better in 
the way of production. No time was to 
be lost as the war clouds were ominous, 
and all must do something in the great 
world-wide struggle. 

Henry G. Sanborn, Superintendent of 
Schools followed and outlined the work 
of the School Gardens in Andover during 
the past year and what might be expect- 
ed this year. The experiment was a 
success and hoped the same interest 
would be taken to encourage the school 
children next summer. He expressed 
his thanks for the work of the November 
Club and the interest shown by individ- 
ual members in the use of automobile 
service and suggestions offered, 


Of 278 who started in garden work, 
164 maintained their gardens until the 
end of the season. Some of the children 
had no encouragement from home and 
dropped out because of this lack of 
help. 

A successful exhibition of school gar- 
den products was held at the end of the 
season which was of value in stimulating 
interest among the children. 

The value of the work among the 
children was seen in an educational way. 
A knowledge of the soil, the time of 
planting and sowing, was learned, Also 
a knowledge of caring for. products when 
ripe was something the boys and girls 
would not soon forget. The method for 
the next season’s work was not fully 
developed as yet, -but it would be prac- 
tically along the same lines as last year. 

Miss Mary Byers Smith was the next 
speaker and outlined clearly a good se- 
lection of books on Garden and Garden- 
ing. Miss Smith called attention of the 


and more especially to the books loaned 
by the Hampshire Bookshop of North- 
ampton.. Before classifying books on 
Farm and Garden. work, Miss Smith 
made a few interesting remarks and em- 
phasized the sociability of gardeners. 
A new spirit. sprang up between neigh- 
bors who had gardens, in the friendly 
interchange of ideas and offering .sug- 
gestions to each other. 

Miss Smith classified books on garden- 
ing into three classes, namely, Books for 
Beginners, Practical Reference Books for 
everybody, and Gift Books. In the 
choice of the latter very little wisdom 
wag, usually shown. The following is a 
list of Miss Smith’s books for beginners:

“The Municipal Market of Haverhill” 
was the subject of Miss Bertha Eastman 
of Haverhill, the next speaker. Miss 
Eastman spoke of the origin of the 
municipal market of Haverhill, of which 
she was the promoter, and described its 
success. There was a considerable op- 
position to the movement by the grocers 
of the city, but this was overcome by 
the good brought to a large number of 
consumers. The municipal market was 
one of the best movements in the food 
conservation work. It helped the pro- 
ducer ‘sell his goods and the purchaser 
to buy, at fair prices. Miss Eastman’s 
attempts to get the farmers interested 
failed’ at first, but when they came into 
the city a number of times, and sold 
all.they had, at prices aliove what was 
offered by the city grocers, they were 
satisfied. At the opening day in Haver- 
hill last fall, about five hundred people 
assembled and long lines of loaded ve- 
hicles from farms readily sold all they 
brought in. The market was a success 
every way ‘and many farmers who were 
about ready to give up, became en- 
couraged, and are looking forward to 
this season’s opportunity. 

The last speaker was Edward W. Burtt 
of West Parish, who discussed ‘* Kitchen 
Gardens For Everybody.” Mr. Burt 
is one of Andover’s successful farmers 
and in opening his talk said the problem 
' this year was to increase food produc- 
| tion, and the kitchen garden was one 
way to help. No matter how small 
| the plot everyone could do something, 

In addition to the main problem of 
| production there was the shortage of

The War- Savings Committee of 


| Greater Lawrence made this state- 

ment this morning: the announcement 
that the amount of the Third Liberty 
Loan would be $3,000,000,000 instead 
of five. billion or more, the amount an- 
ticipated by most bankers and business 
men, seems to us to be of special signi- 
ficance. The advisers of Secretary Mc- 
Adoo told him that the country was 
ready to absorb at least $5,000,000,000 
worth of Bonds, 

May it not mean, for one thing, that 
the administration at Washington is so 
hopeful of the successful working out of 
the War Savings plan which is to bring 
two billion dollars into the U. S. Treas- 
ury this year, that the amount of the 
| Third Liberty Loan was purposely 

lowered. 

There is this about the matter at 
least; if, what the advisors of Sec. Mc- 
Adoo said was so, that the country was 

| ready to absorb a five billion loan, while 
| a loan for three billion only is proposed, 
what a splendid margin this leaves for 
investment in War Savings Stamps, 
otherwise known as Baby Liberty Bonds. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
announced that all should help by 
loaning their money to the Govern- 
ment, and those who could loan the 
smaller amounts should do it by pur- 
chasing War Savings Stamps, and 
those who can loan the larger amounts 
should buy Liberty Bonds. ‘The prin- 
ciple of thrift and self-denial is exactly 
the same in its application to the Liberty 
Bonds as it is to the War Savings 
Stamps. 

One of the best results that the War 
Savings Committees have accomplished 
is to widen tremendously the founda- 
tion for the Liberty Loans. Everyone 
in the State, no matter what his means 
are, should own War Savings Stamps. 
In addition, those that can should buy 
Liberty Bonds. 

Let us all take hold together, and 
when the drive comes help spread 
knowledge and enthusiasm about the 
Liberty Loan, using that time to make 
sure that the whole community is cov- 
ered and making it realize. that. every 
contribution, however small, provided 
it is all one can ‘do, ranks equally with 
the largest. Remember that the 
widow’s mite ranks in history as the

To the Editor of the Townsman. | 
Dear Sir: 


1 was one of those who found much 
of interest in our town meeting. There 
were two or three ‘things which inter- 
ested me, but which did not seem to me 
fully thought out and which ought to be 
carefully examined before the next an- 
nual meeting. 

The tax rate. Theré is a tax raté so 
high that it will seriously injure the 
town, depress property, discourage 
building, keep out new citizens and 
enterprises, raise rents and make work 
scarce, How high is th@t*rate? How 
near are we to it? Has any one so care- 
fully considered the question that they 
can speak with authority? The Finance 
Committee ought to help us on this. 

The water rates. Years ago at Law- 
rence I remember being struck by their 
iNogical system. 1 think that when 
public waterworks were first estab- 
lished a system was adopted which has 
been followed without thought. Its 
motive may have been to encourage a 
larger use of the water and the putting 
in more faucets. This reason long ago 
ceased to exist. The grading the rates 
by the amount of water used is now all 
wrong. There is of course a difference 
between a wholesale and a retail busi- 
ness. A wholesaler sells cheaper be- 
cause he sells to a middleman who has 
to have his profit before the goods reach 
the ultimate consumer. The large pur- 
chaser gets a lower price because by 
selling to him the dealer can turn over 
his capital faster and,so make more 
profit. The town is not dealing with 
my neighbor on wholesale principles 
and with me on retail ones because he 
uses five or ten dollars worth more water 
than I do. The town is not turning over 
any capital to make money. Our ex- 
treme rates are about seven cents and 
thirty cents or four times as much for 

e smallest user-as for the largest. No 
wholesale business ever made that re- 
duction from the retail price. If I 
buy twice as many groceries as another 
man, how much reduction do 1 get? 
The nearest analogy is gas and electri- 
city. I do not understand that there 
is any difference made for amount by the 
Gas Company. 

But it does not follow that no differ- 
ence in rates should be made. It 
should be according to the nature of the 
use made of the water. All ordinary 
dwelling houses should pay one rate, 
Boarding houses and hotels might pay 
a lower one; stores another; garages and 
stables another; manufacturing cor- 
porations another. Such a classification 
would have a reasonable foundation. 

Probably much may be said against 
my suggestions. But I shall have at- 
tained my end if these questions are 
considered and discussed.

Local Agricultural Notes 


The State Board of Agriculture has 
sent notices to the Committees on Food 
Production in the various cities, ad- 
vising that the State has authorized the 
Board of Agriculture to purchase labor- 
saving machinery, in order to assist the 
farmers in increasing the acreage of 
certain crops. 


This machinery will consist of trac- 
tors, plows, harrows, grain diggers, 
corn planters, potato planters, reapers 
and binders, corn harvesters; potato 
diggers, one or more thrashing machines, 
hay: balers, and possibly some grinding 
machines. 

They wish to find out at once if there 
is a demand for any of this machinery 
in Andover. In order to pay for the 
machinery to be moved to a locality, it 
will be necessary to have at least 100 

acres. The crops the machinery can 

be used on are grain, including oats, 
wheat, barley, buckwheat, rye, and 
corn, beans, and potatoes. 

Any person who would be interested 
in securing any of this machinery will 
please advise the Secretary of the Food 
Production Committee, H. M. Poynter, 
at the earliest possible date, giving the 
amount of acreage that would be in- 
creased by using any of these machines. 

If a sufficient number in Andover 
make application, every effort will be 
made to secure some of this machinery 
for the farmers of this locality.

United States Fuel Regulations 


The United States Fuel Administra- 
tion has announced detailed regula- 
tions for the distribution of coal for the 
year 1918-19, with the object of securing 
a distribution that will be fair to all 
members of the community. 

These regulations become operative 
generally on April 1, 1918, but also apply 
to any orders placed prior to that date; 
for anything more than immediate re- 
quirements. 

Compliance with these regulations by 
both dealer and consumer is com- 
pulsory and any person violating them 
is subject to penalties prescribed by the 
Lever Act, namely $5000 fine or two 
years’ imprisonment, or both. 

The Fuel Administration’s announce- 
ment of the regulations and the order 
form to be used thereunder, follows in 
full. 


RETAIL DISTRIBUTION FOR YEAR 1918 

The United States Fuel Administration recom- 
mends and encourages the purchase and storage of 
coal and coke for necessary domestic requirements 
as early as possible in order, first, to insure the 
delivery of coal and coke for this purpose; and 
second, to assist the transportation companies by 
effecting delivery of as much coal and coke as 
possible before next winter. 

The following general plan has been adopted 
governing retail ‘distribution for 1918: 

I. Every consumer should be urged to‘place at 
an early date with his regular dealer his order for his 
reasonable normal requirements for the year ending 
March 31, 1919. Such order must be made in 
writing and must state substantially the information 
called for in Regulations hereinafter set forth. 
When such orders have been entered, the dealers 
shall proceed to make deliveries thereon, until each 
consumer, willing to accept the same, has received 
two-thirds of his normal annual requirements, pro- 
vided that orders of six tons or under may be filled 
in full.‘ When all consumers, who are willing to 
accept delivery, have received two-thirds of their 
normal annual requirements the dealers may: pro- 
ceed to fill the balance of. such orders up to normal 
annual requirements of each consumer. (The pro- 
vision for two-thirds delivery should apply only to 
anthracite. With tespect to bituminous for 
domestic use, the dealer may proceed to deliver the 
consumer's northal annual requirements.) If a 
consumer already has a quantity on hand, he shall 
receive only such additional amount as shall make 
up his normal annual requirements. 

Any consumer who finds it impossible to place an 
order with any dealer should communicate with the 
local fuel committee, who will endeavor to arrange 
for supply. Carload or barge-load lots shall not be 
delivered to a single domestic consumer except with 
the permission of the State Fuel Administrator. 
Dealers shall file with the local fuel committee 
weekly a statement containing the names and ad- 
dresses of consumers to whom deliveries have been 
made during the previous week and the quantity 
delivered to each. 

Il. The following regulations have been estab- 
lished by the Fuel Administration: 

(a) Until further fotice no domestic consumer. 
of coal or coke shall purchase, receive, or otherwise 
take possession of, more coal or coke than is re’ 
quired for his actual and necessary requirements 
prior to March 31, 1919. If consumer already has a 
quantity on hand he shall receive only such addi- 
tional amount as shall make up his actual and 
necessary requirements prior to that date. 

(b) No person, firm, association or corporation, 
whether acting alone or in conjunction with others, 
shall directly or indirectly provide any domestic 
consumers of coal or coke with more coal or coke 
before March 31, 1919, than is necessary, with the 
amount already on hand, to meet the actual and 
necessary requirements of such consumer prior to 
that date. 

(c) No person, firm, association or corporation 
shall deliver coal to a domestic consumer who does 
not first furnish to the person selling or delivering 
such coal, a statement which the consumer declares 
in writing to be true, and which specified (1) the 
amount of coal the consumer has on hand; (2) the 
amount of coal he has on order and the name of the 
person from whom ordered; (3) the amount of coal 
received by him in the twelve months ending March 
31, 1918; and (4) the amount of coal needed to meet 
his, actual and necessary requirements prior to 
March 31, 1919. 

(d Until further notice, no retail dealer shall 
deliver or cause to be delivered to any domestic 
‘consumer more than two-thirds of his normal 
annual requirements of anthracite coal until each 
domestic consumer who has placed his order with 
said dealer, and is willing to receive delivery of the 
same, has received two-thirds of his normal annual 
requirements for the year ending March 31, 1919; 
provided, however, that orders of six tons or less 
may be filled in full. 

(e) Carload or. barge-load lots shall not be 
delivered to a single domestic consumer or to a group 
of consumers, except with the permission of the State 
Fuel Administrator. 

(f) Dealers shall file weekly with the local fuel 
committee a statement containing the names and 
addresses of consumers to whom deliveries have 
been made during the previous week and the 
quantity delivered to each. 

Any dealer or consumer who violates the fore- 
going regulations will be subject to the penalties 
prescribed by the Lever Act. 

The purpose of the plan is to secure the broadest 
and most equitable distribution possible during the 
coming year. The Fuel Administration is assured 
by the respresentatives of the New England Coal 
Dealers’ Association that the retail dealers through- 
out New England will lend their hearty co-operation 
in the performance of this patriotic service.

RED CROSS NOTES 


An Appeal on Behalf of the Com- 
mission for Relief in Belgium 


As the world is short of so many things 
it is short of clothing, of raw materials. 
We cannot purchase what is needed; 
we must put our spare garments to the 
service of the world,—a measure of 
pure economies, conservation, and pa- 
triotism. 

One-third of every shipment will go 
to the people of the north of France, 
down close behind the German lines; 
two-thirds-will go to Belgium, 

Last year in’ Belgium one paid $7. 00 
to have a pair of shoes re-soled. The 
Commission for Relief was soling them 
with sections of discarded material 
stamped out to fit the various sizes; tens 
of thousands of pairs of these cut-soles 
were thus produced. We must have 
shoes, and we must have scrap leather 
with which to repair those you give, 
and the other shoes now being worn 
over there. 

As to the bedding: in the North of 
France sacks stuffed with dry leaves 
serve as mattresses; everywhere the 
need for blankets is tremendous; hos- 
pitals and other institutions suffer for 
want of sheets. Do not forget that-in 
some places whole families sleep to- 
gether to share a single blanket. 

The cry for clothing comes from the 
Commission for Relief. The clothing, 
to be sorted and packed, must go to the 
warehouses of the Commission. From 
there, it goes to the docks, and thence 
by ship to Rotterdam. 

Four or five times a month general 
cargo vessels will take hundreds of tons 
of this clothing; every week the’ grain 
ships will carry as much more.

Somewhere in France, 
February 20, 1918. 
Dear Father and Mother: 


In my last letter I wrote you about 
going near the front soon. Now, after 
a long hard trip, made in several stages, 
| have arrived at the front. We have 
been here several days and have fired 
many times at the enemy. Also we 
have had the experience of ducking 
shells ourselves. Our position is very 
secure. The dugouts you have often 
read about are marvels of construction. 
They are much more comfortable than 
one would suppose. The recesses, which 
are far beneath the surface of the 
ground, are easily ventilated and afford 
easy access. 

It may interest you to know that the 
gun crew in our section that fired the 
first shot against the enemy was com- 
posed entirely of Andover boys, Partridge, 
H. Larkin, Symonds, Buss, Lindsay, and 
myself. Itis gratifying to know that we 
obtained results. The boys are in good 
state of health and mind. Also, they 
readily adapt themselves to rapidly 
changing conditions. 

When oné looks back over our period 
of training, he wonders at the amount 
of work that has been done in such a 
short space of time. Most of them did 
not realize they would be on the firing 
line so soon. but here we are and we 
certainly feel fit for the job ahead:of us. 

We have just learned that there is a 
great deal-of mail on. the road for us. 
It is very cheering to know that, for it is 
nearly a month now since we received, 
our last.. The box that Helen sent has 
not arrived yet. The cablegram Father 
sent reached me a few days ago. It 
was indeed thoughtful of him, ‘The in- 
surance referred to was taken out last 
December, It was welcome news to 
know that you are both well. I hope 
you still have your courage. It will not 
be many months before we are all back 
home again. ‘ 

The weather is very good here. The 
nights are cold but the days are compari- 
tively mild for this season of the year. I 
wish you could enjoy the beautiful sun- 
sets we are able to witness. It is then 
everything seems calm and peaceful, It 
is at such a moment when one sits and 
looking at the sinking sun, wonders 
What it is all about. Oftentimes one 
does not have very long to enjoy this 
meditation for the shrill whistle and the 
crack of a shell brings him to. 

The fireworks we see at night is a 
Fourth of July on a large scale, ‘rockets 
and star shells bursting in air. 

I will try to send you a letter at least 
once a week. Do not worry, folks, I feel 
just as safe here as anywhere. What- 
ever happens I know God is just and in 
Him I have placed my trust.

The children’s year, or the nation- 
wide campaign to save the lives of 100,- 
000 children under five years, will be 
launched April 6, one year from the diy 
the United States declared war. About 
10,000 babies die annually in Massa- 
chusetts before they reach the age of 
one year, and authorities agree that a 


ventable. The first five years is the 
most dangerous time for children, before 
they are old enough to come under the 
care of the school nurse and doctor.._It 
is also in this period that deformities 
are likely to develop and contagious 
diseases are most easily contracted with 
all their attendant evils. : 

~- In order to free the rising generation 
from the physical defects which the 
draft has revealed, every community 
must know the needs of its children. 
The first step in this campaign is to be 
the weighing and measuring of all ba- 
bies and children of pre-school age. 

Already Massachusetts through the 
Child Conservation Committee of the 
State Department of Health in co-oper- 
ation with the Child Welfare Com- 
mittees of the Council of National De- 
fense is preparing to save its quota in 
this life saving campaign, and to secure 
public protection for both the mother 
and young child, In all the cities and 
towns lay and professional workers 
are being sought to help in this patriotic 
work, and churches, school agencies and 
centres are being asked to lend their 
quarters for equipment. Infant Wel- 
fare Stations already established will be 
used and the public health nurses who, 
through their intimate knowledge of 
both the communities and the children, 
will be of the utmost service in this 
work. 

No general test of children of pre- 
school age has ever been made and an 
examination of such children with spec- 
ial reference to weight. and height is 
now proposed as the primary feature of 
this baby saving campaign.

Who Will Pay for the War? 


Among the most disquieting omens of 
this dark moment is the increasing dis- 
position of the despotic “dark forces” 
who rule Germany to discuss the exac- 
tions of war indemnities.. Several weeks 
ago a prominent Bavarian statesman 
said soberly that every man in Ger- 
many knew that a war indemnity, ex- 
torted from the Allies, was an absolute 
necessity. Recently the Agrarian 
League—a Prussian Junker organiza- 
tion—held its annual meeting in Berlin 
and a number of truly Tory and arro- 
gant speeches were made. The spirits 
and the appetites of this frankly aggres- 
sive_and imperialistic group were tre- 
mendously “bucked up” by-the fat feed- 
ing promised by the plight of Russia. 
One speaker, Baron von Wangeheim, 
thinking doubtless of the timid days 
when the iron ring around Germany 
threatened to starve-and-crush her into 
surrender and when her spokesmen did 
hold the language of conciliation and 
budding reason, said with refreshing 
bluntness, ‘“‘ What we have lacked hith- 
erto has been healthy national selfish- 
ness.” But another speaker, Herr von 
Oldenburg, a close friend of the Crown
